THE YEAR IN HISTORY 


The first Monday in June of 1969 marked the beginning of 
the 332nd year of our Company’s existence. Since the report of 
this June Day is recorded in the preceding Annual Record we 
will not repeat it here. However, so that readers may place 
this Company year in proper perspective, we will report a few 
highlights in contemporary history. 

This was the year in which one of the most outstanding 
events of recorded history occurred when two American Astro- 
nauts, Armstrong and Aldrin, walked on the surface of the 
moon. It is hard to appreciate the enormity of this event, un- 
less those of us who are old enough think back to childhood, 
when the horse and buggy was still a standard and reliable 
mode of transportation. The automobile was becoming more 
reliable but the train was favored for long trips. Suddenly, 
within our lifetime, men were propelled through space to the 
moon, thousands of miles away. To those of us in the more 
future years of life, there was a tendency to regard the whole 
thing as fantasy. 

In the United Nations, the assembly voted for the 20th 
year not to seat Red China. A new hazard to service in the 
military arose when the Army ordered a court-martial for LT 


William Calley on charges of murder in an alleged massacre of 
South Vietnamese villagers. 


In July of 1969, an event occurred which unquestionably 
would have tremendous influence on National politics. Sena- 
tor Edward M. Kennedy, last of the three Kennedy brothers, 
was involved in an accident in which a female Kennedy polit- 
ical worker was drowned. Clearly the circumstances would 
haunt the Senator for years to come. 

Ireland's religious war is spreading throughout the “Six 
Counties” and the world is concerned about this incomprehens- 
ible civil commotion which bids fair to become a civil war. 


One of the major hurricanes of the century, “Camille” 
does tremendous damage to the Mississippi coast. 
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The touchy Middle East was rocked when a Christian from 
Australia burned the Al Aksa Mosque in Jerusalem, his rea- 
son being that God wanted him to rebuild the Jewish Temple 
that had stood there prior to the Mosque. 

More and more hi-jackings of air liners are reported. 

Nine hundred million dollars is the bid for oil leases on 
the north slope of Alaska. The oil companies feel this produc- 
tion may be the answer to many of our oil problems. 

Perhaps the most amazing occurrence of the Fall of 1969 
was the completely unbelievable elevation of the New York 
Mets to World Series Championship of baseball. With little 
going for them they emerged from nowhere to drub the highly 
touted ball clubs and become the World’s Champions. 

In the South, under Court order, desegregated schools open, 
but are boycotted by many whites. 

We are told that 6333 aircraft valued at 6 to 7 billions of 
dollars have been lost in the Vietnam War. 

One of the greater domestic tragedies occurred at Kent 
State University in Ohio. Four students were killed and nine 
wounded by National Guardsmen who fired on demonstrators 
protesting extension of the war into Cambodia. Within a week 
more than 100 colleges closed, thousands of students failed to 
show for final exams and graduation exercises. The whole af- 
fair was climaxed by a huge protest rally in Washington. While 
public opinion did not condone the shooting of students on a 
college campus, there was substantial opinion that this type of 
protest rally was getting under the skin of “middle America.” 
Just four days after the shootings, helmeted construction workers 
broke up a student anti-war demonstration in Wall Street, chas- 
ing the youths through the canyons of the financial district in 
a noontime melee that left 70 injured. 

The “silent majority” for the most part vociferously ap- 
plauded the “hard hats.” 

But enough of the year’s happenings. Let us go onto the 
election of officers and accompanying ceremonies for the year 
June 1969 to June of 1970. 

The Company in traditional fashion, and with visiting dele- 
gations of uniformed units representing the Centennial Legion 
of Historic Military Commands, assembled at Faneuil Hall. 
After lunch in the Armory, this most colorful parade formed 
on South Market Street and followed the historic route to the 
Old State House, the new State House and then to the Cath- 
edral Church of St. Paul for traditional services, then to Boston 
Common for the Drum Head Election.

REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY TRIP

The trip was from 5 July to 19 July 1969. 


Saturday, 5 July 1969 

All members of the Pre-Trip Committee checked into the 
airport at the TWA Counter and then adjourned to the VIP 
Lounge. After picture taking all went to the daparting gate 
and boarded the plane. Down the runway at 9:12 A.M. Landed 
in Los Angeles at 11:27 A.M. local time a 5 hour and 15 minute 
flight. Changed from TWA to Pan AM bus, a service charge. 
Left at 1:15 P.M. Local time. Arrived in Honolulu at 3:30 P.M. 
local time, a 5 hour and 15 minute flight. Total so far 10 hours 
and 30 minutes, 

Waited 40 minutes for our baggage. Found it was normal, 
as only one company can unload baggage. Then by taxi to the 
hotel. Approximately 25 minutes by bus. Registered. Went to 
our rooms. Were going to meet with the Sales Manager but 
he thought our flight was delayed and cancelled until 10:15 
tomorrow A.M. 


Met with the Captain and discussed future events here in 
Hawaii. 


Sunday, 6 July 1969 
Church. Then the Captain, PM and Travel Agent met 
with the Sales Manager and discussed prices etc. Then we went 
to the Ilikia Hotel and met with the Sales Manager and discussed 


the same matters. Back to the Hawaiian Village and had lunch 
(2:30 P.M.) then relaxed. 


Monday, 7 July 1969 


Boarded our plane and taxied at 12:18 A.M. Aloft we found 


that we had lost the 7th as we crossed the International date 
line. 


Tuesday, 8 July 1969 
Landed in Nandi in the Fiji Islands. 6 hours and 7 minutes 
to here. On the ground about one hour. They have a free 
port, liquor, cigarettes, perfume and postcards. Left at 5:10 
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A.M. local time. Landed in Sydney at 7:34 A.M. local time. 
A 4 hour and 23 minute flight. Through customs and were 
met by the Consul General and the local Qantas people. To 
the Wentworth Hotel. Registered. 

Met in the Captain's Quarters with LTC Bruce Topfer. 
Discussed various issues and the parade. Agreed to meet at his 
headquarters. Went to lunch with the Colonel here in the 
hotel. 

Met with the Public Relations manager in the hotel. Cap- 
tain and Adjutant went to the Consul General’s Office. PM and 
Travel Agent went to Qantas. 

When the Captain returned, went to his room and discussed 
what had been the topic of conversation at the Embassy. A 
newsman from the local papers came to the room and discussed 
the Company and what to put in the papers on our arrival. 


Wednesday, 9 July 1969 

The Captain, Adjutant and PM went to the three proposed 
spots for our intended parade. Then to the Reserve Officers to 
discuss the parade. The two Lieutenants had gone to check 
out the churches. Back to the hotel. A local radio station sent 
a man over to make a recording to be on the local station. 

Then met with Qantas for lunch. Afterwards discussed 
our problems on flights and arrivals and everything was cleared 
as far as we were concerned. 

Then the Captain, Adjutant, PM and Travel Agent met 
with the Sales Manager to discuss all matters for the fall. The 
Captain and Adjutant had to leave to meet with the HAC. 
PM discussed the rooms, meals, banquet etc. On Captain’s 
return went to banquet room to discuss what had occurred. 

Then all went to a night club and a possibility that the 


Company would go there in the fall. They have slot machines 
there. 


Thursday, 10 July 1969 

All went to R & R and met with our service officials and 
discussed the fall. Then to Victoria Barracks and met with 
the Generals of the Army. Had lunch and discussed the parade, 
arrival, music, a retreat ceremony and any possible side trips. 
Also what to do the day of the retreat ceremony and where to 
take the troops. 

Back to the hotel. Talked to the Embassy, Qantas. Dis- 
cussed all matters to date. The Qantas people came over to 
the Captain’s room. Discussed matters. Then out to dinner. 
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Friday, 11 July 1969 

Everyone except Zareiko (whose leg was bad) went to the 
airport and went to Canberra. The Captain and Adjutant went 
to the Embassy. The 1LT, PM and Travel Agent went on a 
tour of the City and the War Memorial. Then all met for 
lunch. Discussed the day so far. Then by plane back to Sydney. 

The Adjutant went to the Embassy to discuss what had 
occurred at Canberra. 


Saturday, 12 July 1969 
All left on a tour of Sydney, went on a cruise of the harbor. 
Lunch. Then on to some more of the City. Then to a zoo and 
the kangaroos, bears, kiwi birds etc. Back to the hotel at dusk. 
Discussed what the Company should do here in Sydney and 
which of the trips that we had been on to curtail. 


Sunday, 13 July 1969 
To the airport. Left at 10:14 A.M. local time. Arrived 
2:52 P.M. Auckland time. A 2 hour and 38 minute flight. Time 
is 2 hours ahead of Sydney. Met by Qantas. Then to Hotel 
Intercontinental, about a 40 minute ride. Met in Captain’s 
room to discuss tomorrow’s events. 


Monday, 14 July 1969 
All went to Travel Agency to discuss trips, etc. Then lunch 
and on a tour of the city. Then Captain and Adjutant went 
to Embassy to discuss things. The Consul would like a wreath 
laying ceremony with a lunch afterwards. 


Tuesday, 15 July 1969 

All left by bus for Waitoma and the caves. Very pleasant 
ride through the countryside. Lunch at the caves and then in 
to see the glow worms etc. Then on to Rotorua and the geysers. 
Saw the Maori and their homes and craft works, Went for a 
swim in one of the sulphur baths, water was 120. Had dinner. 
The Captain and LT stayed to check out all possibilities for a 
trip and what to do the next day. 

About a four hour ride back to the hotel. 


Wednesday, 16 July 1969 
All went on a different tour of the city. Saw the beaches, 
museum heights, and to a vineyard. Back and had lunch. 
PM and Travel Agent met with the hotel Sales Manager and 
discussed rooms, suites, breakfast, checkout etc.

Thursday, 17 July 1969 
To Travel Agency to finalize all trips. Then to White 
Heron to discuss lunch the day of the wreath laying. 
Then the Captain, JLT and Travel Agent went to Qantas 
to discuss all possibilities. 
Had dinner, packed and out to the airport to leave. 
Left at 11:41 P.M. 


Again Thursday, 17 July 1969 

Crossed the International dateline, to gain back our lost 
day. Landed at 6:10 A.M. Tahiti time. Gained 2 hours on 
Auckland. It was a 4 hour and 30 minute flight. Customs was 
very slow. To Tahara’s Intercontinental Hotel. It is on a hill- 
side. You take the elevator down to 8, not up. All rooms with 
a balcony overlooking the ocean. 

Lunch. Then met with the Sales Manager. Discussed 
rooms, meals, eggnog, etc. He wants a pre-registration card. 
Went into Papeete.

Gentlemen, be seated. From the Department of Defense, 
a message to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts “On behalf of our President, please convey our 
best wishes to the Members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company participating in their 332nd Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty. I am sure that you will, as in the past, express 
and demonstrate the finest values of our democratic tradition 
throughout the conduct of your tour. Tours such as this con- 
tinue to carry the best wishes of the American people to our 
friends across the sea and efforts like yours will always serve 
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to extend understanding and good will. Again, our best wishes 
for a safe and successful journey.

Gentlemen, may I have your attention. It is a distinct 
honor and a rare pleasure for me to present at this time, an 
outstanding gentleman. His military and civilian career is 
almost without parallel. In 1941 he was awarded the Victoria 
Cross for exceptional courage in driving the enemy back and 
establishing outposts which resulted in the capture of a strategic 
position in Merdayoun, Syria. After being seriously wounded, 
he came back home to serve his country in many capacities. His 
diplomatic career includes Australian High Commissioner to 
New Zealand, Australian High Commissioner to Ceylon, Aus- 
tralian Minister to Egypt, Chief of Protocol, Dept. of External 
Affairs, Australian High Commissioner to Pakistan, Australian 
Consul-General, New York City and Australian Ambassador to 
the Netherlands. In 1966, he was appointed, by Her Majesty, 
the Queen, Governor of the State of New South Wales. His 
decorations include, besides the Victoria Cross, Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of St. Michael and St. George, K.C.M.G., 
Commander of the British Empire, C.B.E., Commander of the 
Order of St. John of Jerusalem, K. St. J. It is with a distinct 
pleasure that I introduce His Excellency, the Governor of New 
South Wales, Sir Roden Cutler. 

Sir Ropen: 

Captain Commanding, First Lieutenant, Mr. Minister, 
General Officer Commanding, Frank Berryman, Keith Yorstan, 
and Gentlemen. I was almost going to say gunners but I noticed 
one or two slipped in who were not gunners, both in the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company, and, I’m afraid, in our 
higher command. We usually make sure that our higher com- 
mand are gunners or have been gunners and we're doing our 
best to train the present recruits in the same tradition. But I do 
appreciate your welcome and the opportunity to come and meet 
you and to welcome you to the State of New South Wales and 
to Sydney. 

I suppose gunners are mainly required to lay a line and 
I think, in your case, not only do you lay a line but you must 
be able to shoot a good line when you can convince your wives 
that you've come on a military trip, that they can’t come with 
you, and that it’s a compulsory parade in any case. Well, I 
think we'll have to take a leaf out of your book and find out 
how you do it. 

I do hope that you enjoy your stay with us. It’s a short one 
because you have come the distance you have, to be here, which 
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we regard as a great compliment that you decided to come to 
Australia. You haven't got very much time, I know, because 
of the long distance to travel, but there is a great deal in com- 
mon between your people and ours, not only in the major wars 
which have been fought, but in the current ones which are being 
fought. Korea, is still a smoldering ember and Vietnam is a 
very dificult one in both your country and ours. And so there 
is a great bond of friendship and I know that the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts sets out to 
develop this friendship and this camaraderie and I do hope 
that your visit here will do just that. 

I notice here it’s a long time since you've ceased to fight 
those Indians. I think the last time you got even with the 
Indians was when you had a tea party in Boston and dressed 
up as Indians —TI guess I shouldn’t have said that — although 
there was some suspicion that they weren't Indians who boarded 
the ship. And from shortly after that time the connection with 
New South Wales began, because, knowing your dislike of tea, 
you decided that the new colony of New South Wales shouldn't 
fall into the evil ways of trading with countries like India too 
much and drinking too much tea and so your ancestors sailed 
out of Nantucket sound with cargoes euphemistically labeled as 
rum and came into the harbor here to protect them and sold 
this rum, I think at a great profit, to the local community. And 
T was interested to meet one of your members by the name of 
Macquarrie because one of my ancesters had more trouble with 
your people than IT have, because he found that this rum trade 
was a little too much and the only way to beat it was to join 
it. And so he built Svdney Hospital, which you may have seen, 
on the basis of rum as a currency. And it was the currency of 
the early community. Rum was paid, and it wasn’t only rum 
as we know it, it was any spirit, and it was paid as wages quite 
often in contract. 

I notice too that there is a great politeness in the state of 
Massachusetts. My American friends and I have lived in the 
state, well, I don’t know whether it was a state, of New York 
for four vears. But I was also Consul-General of Massachusetts, 
besides 37 other states, and I noticed there you're exceedingly 
polite in vour area. Most of mv American friends felt quite free 
to say what they thought of the local governor and it depended 
on whether they’d voted for him or hadn't voted for him. T don’t 
have a plurality. You’ve got to be very sober to say that word. 
The citizens of New South Wales have got to put up with me 
whether they like me or not. They don’t get a chance to vote 
me out of office, at least I hope not. But in the States, where 
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you vote for your governor, you feel entirely free to tell him 
what you really think of him, except in the state of Massachu- 
setts where you still maintain the old-fashioned dignity of 
addressing him as “His Excellency, the Governor.” 

So, sirs, I hope you enjoy your stay here. You are most 
welcome. We are flattered by the fact that you came here. We 
hope you will go back with many happy memories and that this 
wonderful Fall Field Day Parade of yours might in the future, 
again come back to Australia. 

CPT Crayton: 

Your excellency, on behalf of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company, I wish to present you a small token of our 
appreciation to you, your military and the citizens of Sydney. 
It is a great pleasure to present to you this replica of a Paul 
Revere bowl. 

Sir RopEn: 

Thank you very much indeed, Captain Commanding. It’s 
a very generous gift, I must say, and I rather feel reminded of 
the Duke of Edinburgh, when he went to attend the College 
of Surgeons in Edinburgh and he was given a small silver bowl 
which he was told was the old bowl the surgeons used as a 
bleeding bowl, and all he said on that occasion was, “All I 
can say is, how bloody kind of you.”

Responding to the toast to the United States of America 
and representing our Ambassador to Australia, the Honorable 
Walter L. Rice, is a gentleman and career diplomat having served 
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in Montreal, Chunking, Hanoi, Rome, Kuala Lampur, Leo- 
poldville and Tunis. He attended the United States War Col- 
lege in Washington. In September of 1968, he assumed the 
post of Consul General in Sydney. I am pleased to present the 
Honorable James L. O'Sullivan. 

HON O’SULLIVAN: 

CPT Clayton, Your Excellency, Mr. Minister, distinguished 
guests, genUemen. In the absence of the Ambassador who is 
on an official trip to Perth and for that reason, couldn’t be with 
you, it devolves on me to have the honor to reply to the toast, 
to the U.S.A., a country which I have the honor to represent 
here in New South Wales. The United States is a country of 
great variety, a blend of modern, even futuristic techniques with, 
yet, a long tradition. It is with our futuristic techniques, or 
almost futuristic techniques, that we are able to put a man on 
the moon, such as Neil Armstrong, a man incidentally who will 
be in Sydney by the end of this month. And yet it is a country 
that, despite its great advances, has known failure. Even 10 years 
ago, we had our misfires and our miscalculations in the firing 
range of Cape Canaveral. I think the difficulties of that effort 
are perhaps illustrated by the story of a kindergarten class at 
Cape Canaveral in the late fifties. The teacher asked this class 
of five-year-olds whether they were able to count. And one little 
girl put up her hand and said yes she could. The teacher said 
“please go ahead,” and it went something like this, “10, 9, 8, 7, 
6, 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, damn.” But we've overcome those, and we will 
overcome, I think, the problems that face us at home and face 
us abroad. We are really a country which wants to be friends, 
with all nations. And you of the AXHAC, who are visiting 
here, I am sure, have already found that Australia and Austra- 
lians are among our closest friends. And I am sure that your 
presence here will contribute to a deepening and a broadening 
of the relations between the governments and the peoples of 
the United States and of Australia. 

CPT Crayton: 

Mr. O'Sullivan, would you be good enough to come to the 
rostrum? On behalf of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company, and in appreciation for the assistance you gave to us 
last July and in all the preparation of our Fall Field Day Tour 
of Duty, it is a great pleasure for me to present to you this 
replica of a Paul Revere Bowl. 

HON O’SULLIVAN: 

Captain, thank you very much. It’s something that I shall 

treasure a very great deal. But, may I make a suggestion? It is 
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something that the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
could do for Australian-American relations, and particularly 
for me. I was sitting next to General King and he inquired as 
to why Americans coming to Australia had to have visas. And 
my answer was very simple, it’s because we require visas of 
Australians to enter the United States. And all this gives us 
too much business at the Consulate-General’s Office. So will 
you please write your Congressman and tell him to do some- 
thing about the immigration law? 

CPT Crayton: 

Gentlemen, please rise. 

THE ADJUTANT: 

The Fourth Regular Toast. The State of New South Wales. 
The oldest State in the Commonwealth and since the days of 
General McQuery, a leader in the activities of the country. 
Gentlemen, I give you the State of New South Wales. 

Response: THE STATE oF NEw SOUTH WALES 
CPT Crayton: 

Responding to the toast to the State of New South Wales 
is a member of the Legislative Council of New South Wales — 
Minister for Child and Social Welfare, representing the Right 
Honorable R. W. Askin, Premier of New South Wales. It is a 
pleasure to present to you the Honorable F. M. Hewitt, M.L.S. 
HON Hewnrr: 

Captain Clayton, Your Excellency, ladies and gentlemen, 
no ladies —I’m sorry, gentlemen, you can see the sort of com- 
pany I normally associate with. Well, that’s the child welfare 
and social welfare business. You know, his Excellency mentioned 
that Yankees came down here and they traded in rum. Sydney 
had not been long established before the whalers came here also 
and their home ports were Boston and I understood from my 
history, Salem, but my friend on the left tells me that Salem 
is no longer a port. But I can assure you that in those days it 
was because this is where a lot of them came from. We had a 
little bit of trouble with them, Your Excellency, but we don’t 
sort of advertise that very much. But they were rugged people 
who went right down into the Antarctic to catch their whales 
and they came here to re-vittle and so on. But this was, I think, 
the first contact that the Yankees had with this part of the world. 
Since then, of course, you come from time to time and T am 
pleased to say now, representing the Premier of New South 
Wales, that your dollars are coming in here, thicker and faster. 
And it’s come to the place that not only the dollars are welcomed 
but the people are welcome too. In this troubled world, I 

doubt if you’ll find anywhere that the American is more welcome 
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than he is here in Australia and I can say this, I think, particu- 
larly in New South Wales. So a welcome awaits you. Normally 
of course, being a modest person, I would acknowledge the toast 
and then sit down, but, I represent to-night the Premier of New 
South Wales, Premier Askin, who would be ashamed of me if 
I didn’t tell you why this state is the most important one in 
Australia which of course it is. It is the oldest. There is a 
certain amount of controversy in your own country, I under- 
stand as to whether the first settlers from England went to 
Massachusetts or Maryland. But I can assure you that there’s 
no such controversy here in Australia: they came to Sydney. 
And this is incontrovertible. And since then, of course, Sydney 
and New South Wales have been the premier state. We are the 
oldest, we are not the biggest, there are two larger than us, but 
we do have the most population. Out of Australia’s twelve 
million, there are 414 million in New South Wales. Whether 
it’s regrettable or not, I don’t know. The geographers think so, 
but 21/2 million of those are here in this fair city of Sydney, 
which you have honored with your presence. And we think 
it’s a city which is becoming one of the greatest. It will take 
time but it is becoming so. The State of New South Wales is 
the largest producer of wool, the largest producer of wheat. It 
may interest you to know that it is the world’s largest producer 
of the mineral rutile, which of course is the raw material for the 
space age mineral and some of our rutile landed on the moon 
with your astronauts. This is something we take a great pleasure 
in, and we acknowledge that fabulous feat. Also, 40% of the 
manufacturing industry of Australia is here, and 80% of the 
black coal on which our industry is based. It may interest you 
to know that we’ve developed the manufacturing industry and 
the crane. The climbing tower crane was developed right here 
in Sydney. It is the leading crane in the world and 8 of them 
are in New York City now, installed on the building of the 
World Trade Center which is going to be, of course, the tallest 
building in the world. I don’t think New York can tolerate 
the tallest building being anywhere other than in New York 
City and at the moment, of course, Tokyo has it. So I think 
that represents a real challenge. One other thing I could say, 
we talked about a little bit of New South Wales going on to 
the moon. Most of us saw that marvelous TV of the men land- 
ing and walking around the moon. I suppose, probably nothing 
in the world has been quite such a marvelous event and one to 
stir the imagination as that. And can I tell you gentlemen, if 
you saw that, by courtesy of the radio telescope which is right 
here in New South Wales, in the township of Parkes, some 250 
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miles west of here. It’s a very great privilege and I am sure his 
Excellency would agree with me to have the Honorable Com- 
pany visit us here in Sydney. We hope that it will not be too 
long before those Yankees come right down here again. Thank 
you very much, 
CPT Crayton: 
Gentlemen, please rise. 
Tue ADJUTANT: 

Gentlemen, the Fifth Regular Toast. The Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. The state nearest our hearts, glorious with the 
abiding faith of freedom and the birthplace of freedom. I give 
you, gentlemen, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts.

CPT Crayton:

It is with the greatest of pleasure and 
indeed a privilege that I respond to the gracious toast, the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts.

On | September 
1969, he was appointed Colonel Commandant to the Royal Aus- 
tralian Artillery — Eastern Command. Gentlemen — with pleas- 
ure, I present — Brigadier A. G. Hanson, 
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BRIGADIER HANSON: 

CPT Clayton, Your Excellency, Mr. Minister, Mr. Consul- 
General, distinguished guests and gentlemen, it is a very great 
honor indeed, for me to be invited to respond to this toast to- 
night. I might say as I've been recently appointed Colonel Com- 
mandant, this is the first occasion that I have had the honor of 
responding on behalf of the Regiment. CPT Clayton, I do, on 
behalf of the regiment thank you most sincerely for the way in 
which this toast was honored. It is indeed a memorable occa- 
sion for us gathered here in Sydney to have participated ina 
small way, today, in your 332nd Fall Field Day Tour of Duty. 
In a country as young as Australia, it is difficult for us some- 
times to realize the length of time which goes into the building 
up of traditions, particularly military traditions, and therefore, 
it is something quite commendable for us to be here with you 
taking part in an exercise which has been carried out, 1 under- 
stand each year for some 331 years. That’s a long time, and 
bear in mind that it is less than 200 years since Captain Cook 
discovered the east coast of Australia and some years after that 
before the first settlement was established here, almost right 
where this hotel stands, in 1788. Thus, with a little bit of fig- 
uring which I think I can still do at this hour of the night, it 
was some 150 years before the colony was established that your 
forebears established the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Gom- 
pany of Massachusetts in 1638. So, against all your years of his- 
tory we have only a very short time in which to build up a 
tradition and in fact, it was somewhere about in the 1850's 
before any steps were taken to establish a local artillery unit 
here in New South Wales. All the units up to that time had 
been British units sent out to garrison the colony. At some 
time in about the 1850's, there was quite an upsurge in matters 
military here in Sydney, brought on, I understand, by news of 
the Crimean war, and the part that Russia was playing there. 
It was rather interesting, I think, to consider that now, over 100 
years later, there is again talk of Russian interests to the east 
and south. I only hope, and I’m sure that we all do, that that 
interest turns out to be no more tangible than it was in the 
1850's. Another trip occurred a little later in the colony's his- 
tory, when the strengthening of the local artillery, particularly 
the coastal artillery was supposed to be due to a strong rumor 
that a filibustering expedition had set out from San Francisco 
with the object of raiding Sydney. It seems that the forts were 
manned and quite a body of volunteers were turned out but 
nothing eventuated. I’m glad to be able to say, Captain, that 
there have been no suggestions of manning the forts or bringing 
out the anti-aircraft artillery to repel your party when they ar- 
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rived here on Saturday morning. Quite the reverse, we were 
most delighted to have you here. 

Since these early days, we’ve come quite a long way and 
we've had our ups and downs. But we feel proud of our part 
as gunners, the part we have played in various campaigns, the 
Sudan, South Africa, World Wars I and II, and coming on to 
More recent times as we mentioned earlier to-night. And in 
all these times and more particularly, recently, in World War 
II and Vietnam and of course, Korea, we have come extensively 
more and more in contact with United States forces and of 
course, we gunners in contact with your gunners. And we have 
learned to appreciate and respect their great ability and their 
great ability as fighting men. I feel that we have always aimed 
to build up our own standard and maintain the high tradition 
of the gunners in all parts of the world. Thank you, Captain 
Clayton, for having us here tonight and thank you for including 
us in your Tour of Duty today and finally, thank you for in- 
viting us here to this magnificent banquet to be with you. It 
has been a great occasion for us all and I say, thank you finally 
for proposing the toast to the Regiment and the way in which 
you have honored us. Thank you, sir. 

CPT Crayton: 

Would General Brogan please step to the rostrum? I have 
a very pleasant duty to perform. On behalf of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, I am pleased to present you this 
token of our appreciation for the assistance of your command 
in making this Fall Field Day Tour of Duty a success.

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SERGEANTS’ ACTIVITIES 

The election of the 1969-1970 Sergeants evidenced the in- 
terest of the Company in having representation of all serv- 
ice groups as Sergeants of the Ancients. The service record of 
the Sergeants was evenly divided between Navy, Army, Marine 
Corps and Air Corps. 

At the first meeting of the Sergeants Sidney Hoffman was 
elected our Treasurer. After the review at the Common and 
the Drum Head Election, the Sergeants repaired immediately 
with their sections to the Sheraton-Plaza Hotel in Copley Square. 
Upon reaching the hotel the Sergeants hosted a gala cocktail 
party for all members of the Company. For the rest of the 
evening and through to the next morning a Hospitality Room 
for the Ancients and their guests was available for all who 
would attend. The hospitality included food, favors, games, 
champagne, and drinks and spirits of every description. 

Every one of the Sergeants fuifilled his duties admirably 
and met fully the expectations of the Company. Each of the 
Sergeants was particularly qualified in his own field to bring 
to the Company new activity, entertainment and military bear- 
ing. Together they devoted a great deal of time and effort in 
organizing social activities for the Company. 

From the very beginning the Sergeants decided that there 
should be no charge for any of the social activities sponsored 
by them and this promise was kept with a charge being made 
only for our Farewell Dinner at which Farewell Dinner each 
guest received a Kennedy coin collection of monies minted dur- 
ing the years in which President Kennedy, who was a member 
of our Company, served as President of the United States. This 
farewell gift is greatly treasured by those who have received 
them and is today of great numismatic value. 

Beginning with the summer outing held at the Gcorge 
Wright Golf Coursse in Hyde Park and hosted by our own SGT 
William E. Taylor, who is a golf pro at the Club, the Sergeants 
reflected the bright future of festivities to come throughout the 
year. The day was bright and a true golfer’s day. Those of the 
members who didn't golf participated in the putting contests, 
various games of chance, horseshoe pitching and hole-in-one 
contests. There were prizes galore and every Ancient who at- 
tended left a winner, which was not unusual for Ancients who 
attended the parties of the 1969-70 Sergeants. After the games 
and golf a tremendous clambake was served and each and every 
person had as much lobster, chicken, clam chowder, corn on the 


cob, watermelon, spirits, beer, and other refreshment as he de- 
sired. 
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During the month of June the Sergeants presented to the 
Honor Cadet of The Massachusetts Military Academy a check 
in the sum of One Hundred Dollars. 

In September just prior to the Fall Field Day Tour of 
Duty to Australia, New Zealand and Tahiti, the Sergeants hosted 
a bon voyage party which still is talked about in Ancients cir- 
cles. According to many this was the most fabulous party ever 
run by Sergeants of the Ancient and Honorabie Artiflery Com- 
pany. At the entrance to Faneuil Hall on the evening of the 
party there was a portable zoo containing all the animals in- 
digenous to the area of Hawaii, Australia, New Zealand and 
Tahiti. As the Ancients entered the building they saw kanga- 
roos, monkeys, snakes, pythons, cobras, koala bears, baboons 
gorillas all live and chattering away. When each Ancient 
reached the Hall he was greeted with a kiss and a lei by real 
Hawaiian girls who were imported for the purpose of present- 
ing their national flower to each Ancient. The leis were flown 
in by special plane and were made of the fresh flowers of 
Hawaii. As the Ancients proceeded further into the Hall they 
were handed a cocoanut shell which then was filled with a rum 
drink called Mai Tai. This rum drink was scooped from an 
outrigger canoe or boat which was filled with this Hawaiian 
drink. One hundred thirty-six gallons of this famous rum drink 
were consumed. In addition, there was an open bar for all 
sorts of mixed drinks including Martinis, Manhattans, Whiskey 
Sours, or any other kind of drink desired. In the middle of the 
floor arranged in the fashion of Hawaii and Tahiti was pre- 
pared a luau with the fresh greenery and cooked foods Hawaiian 
style. roast pig weighing 105 pounds, ten whole salmon weigh- 
ing in total 120 pounds, together with all kinds of Hawaiian 
tidbits, potato salad, green salad, bananas, grapes, shellfish of 
every kind, lobster, crabs, clams, oysters and turtle meat. It was 
truly a luau fit for a Hawaiian or Tahitian gourmet. Every dish 
known to the land was served. 

For those who had simpler tastes there was barbecued 
steamer of roast beef which consisted of the hind-quarters bone 
in of the finest steer beef obtainable. This beef was from steers 
which were fed daily of corn and beer in order that the texture 
of the meat would be of connoisseur quality. The beef were 
raised in the most sanitary and sterile conditions before being 
sacrificed to the appetites of the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
Jery men. In addition there were ten twenty-pound hams which 
were cooked in barbecue fashion with skin on and served to 
the Company. In attendance at this party were 465 members 
of the Company. Each was high in his praise of this great Ser- 
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geants activity. The door prize at the event was displayed all 
in cash; $1,200. in five and ten dollar bills. All left happy, 
fulfilled in appetite and thirst. For entertainment on this eve- 
ning we had Hawaiian hula girls who gave excellent exhibi- 
tions of the various dances and postures of the Hawaiian hula. 
This excellent exhibition of the dance by these pulchritudinous 
Hawaiian girls was most appreciated by the Ancients who are 
lovers of terpsichorean art. 


On 1 October off to Hawaii as the first stop on our Fall 
Field Day Tour of Duty leaving Boston on a flight to the South 
Seas. In the course of the entire trip the Sergeants made them- 
selves available to all aboard in arranging for the service of 
hors d’oeuvres, drinks, and encouraging games of chance, song 
fests, and other entertainment to while away the hours of flight. 

As a gift to each one of the Ancients on the Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty the Sergeants presented a 14 carat gold and enam- 
el faced lapel pin of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany. 

In Hawaii and Australia the Sergeants hosted cocktail 
parties each night of the entire stay. Upon arrival in New 
Zealand the Sergeants arranged the most fabulous cocktail party 
and dance for the Ancients and the people of New Zealand. 
Each Ancient attending was asked to escort and act as guide 
for the evening for each of the citizens of New Zealand who 
came to attend this wonderful party. Prior to our arrival in 
New Zealand, suitable formal invitations had been sent to 150 
special guests. All invitations were accepted and the party and 
dance was a huge success both from the standpoint of partici- 
pation by the Ancients and the townspeople and from the stand- 
point of a thoroughly enjoyable and intimate evening with long- 
lasting friendships made. Upon arrival in Tahiti the Sergeants 
again helped with a large cocktail party and Juau which was 
a tremendous success with all kinds of native entertainment, 
food and special drinks. On the return trip with stop-over at 
Fiji, San Francisco, and then on to Boston the Sergeants con- 
tinued their elaborate entertainment with wines, champagne,

Each Ancient and his lady were presented by the Sergeants with 
the choice of a bottle of champagne or sparkling burgundy and 
a box lunch containing fruits, pastries, chicken, ham and roast 
beef sandwiches. Coffee was served by the Sergeants to all who 
desired. During the course of the entire trip the Sergants sup- 
plied an unending open bar, serving all kinds of spirits, wines 
and food. On the return trip from New York the Sergeants 
again dispensed drinks, wines and sandwiches to the Ancients 
and their friends on the train. 


On the 15th of March the Sergeants ran another gala cele- 
bration called the Ivish-Italian Night. At this party were served 
every kind of Italian dish imaginable together with corned beef 
and cabbage, Irish potatoes, kale, Irish coffee, various kinds of 
Irish bread, Italian bread and Irish desserts, wine, Italian des- 
serts, and every conceivable kind of drink or spirit concoction 
known to either Italy, Ireland, or America. During this Ivish- 
American party the Verrochi brothers, Mike and Joe and their 
cousin Bill, Matthew Cavallini, and Fred Cefalo prepared and 
hosted the Italian Party. Herb Tonry, Frank Connors, Bill 
O'Karchenes, Henry Curtis and the other Sergeants hosted the 
Irish Party. 

In the middle of May the Sergeants ran their Farewell 
Party at the Somerset Hotel. This proved to be the last ban- 
quet held at this famous hotel for the reason it was later con- 
verted into an apartment hotel. The banquet consisted of a 
lavish display of every kind of gourmet food which could be 
uncovered through the industry and research of the Sergeants. 
The food was served in the Main Ballroom of the hotel. Every 
kind of shellfish was served, hot and cold. All kinds of salads 
from chicken to lobster and crab. There was roast duck, roast

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WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY CELEBRATION 
ARMORY, FANEUIL HALL 
LUNCHEON AND RECEPTION TO GOVERNOR 


Captain Crayton, presiding 


Traditionally on this date, after the State House Cere- 
monies, the Company assembles in the Armory to honor the 
Governor at luncheon. 

Captain Clayton presided and presented the Head Table, 
and as usual most of the remarks by those who spoke were witty. 
The Captain presented a gavel to President William Rothermil 
of the South East Massachusetts Council of the Navy League. 

Captain Devico represented Admiral Wylie and said he 
would sit down so the members would like him. 

Deputy Mayor Sullivan thanked the Company for having 
the celebration indoors. He spoke of the trials and tribulations 
of speaking on City Hall Plaza on 22 January which is Ukrain- 
ian Independence Day. He said one could not hear the P.A. 
system over the chattering of teeth. 

The British Consul in Boston reported that Prince Charles, 
following a 250 year old tradition, had joined the HAC. 

Governor Sargent, who expected to be opposed by Mayor 
White in the Fall, asked that they keep Deputy Sullivan and 
Mayor White on their present jobs. Deputy Sullivan said he 
would like to be permanent Deputy Mayor provided all winter 
ceremonies were held indoors. The Governor continued in a 
more serious vein and was presented with a reclining chair, for 
which he expressed his gratitude. 

Captain Clayton then delivered these remarks. 

Your Excellency, Governor Sargent, Reverend Clergy, Dis- 
tinguished Guests — Military and Civil, Officers, Past Command- 
ers, my comrades and guests. We are gathered here to cele- 
brate the Birth of the Father of our Country — George Wash- 
ington — and in reception to our Commander in Chief, His 
Excellency Francis W. Sargent, Governor of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. 

Incidental to this, it is interesting to recount the origin of 
this occasion. 

In February 1885, 170 members of this company went to 
Washington to act as escort to President Arthur at the dedica- 
tion of Washington Monument which had finally been com- 
pleted after some fifty years. They were received at the White 
House by the President and took part in all the ceremonies. 
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The weather was extremely cold and everyone really suffered 
with the exception of one of our “thinking”? members. He was 
discovered standing at attention in ranks during the ceremony 
with a flash in the inside pocket of his overcoat filled with good 
New England rum. This was not unexpected but the interesting 
thing was that a rubber tube led from the flask to his mouth 
and he drew on it from time to time during the ceremony. The 
flask is on exhibition in our museum right now. Of course, it 
is empty. 

In February 1886 a reunion was held of the 170 members 
who had been to Washington for the dedication. This has con- 
tinued to this day. When the Governor of the Commonwealth 
began to hold his Washington’s birthday reception he was, 
of course, invited to attend this luncheon and the reunion has 
become a reception to His Excellency.

From Waterford, Connecticut. West Covina, California, 
Abilene, ‘Vexas, Chicago and Galesburg, Tlinois, and Trenton, 
Michigan came six American veterans of World War IT to unite 
with a comrade from San Francisco. Tt marked the 25th an- 
niversary of their assembly as a B-24 bomber crew in Casper, 
Wyoming, in the summer of 1911, and their departure for Euro- 
pean combat operations from Hampton Roads, Virginia on 1 
October 19h in a 60-ship convoy. Their entire history from 
that point is one filled with danger, drama and death. 


‘The name of this plane was the “Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts”. Tt was the plane named 
for the ANHIAC for its patriotic contributions to the War Bond 
Drives of World War IL. It was a plane that served its nation 
well. In fact it had a nickname, “Holey, Holey, Holey”! That 
was a tribute to the number of flak holes it had received in the 
76 missions before its demise. Some psychedelic ground repair- 
man patched each and every hole with aluminum which he 
prompuly painted orange, and against the dull body of this 
craft, it ultimately looked like it had a bad case of measles. 


En route to attachment with the 15th Air Force in Italy, 
and midway in the Atlantic, their convoy was struck at sunset 
by a fleet of German submarines sinking four ammunition 
ships before destroyer escorts could drive the subs away with 
depth charges. A few days Jater the Liberty vessel carrying 
them and hundreds of other American airmen found itself 
alone one dawn as a propeller broke during the night, requir- 
ing the remainder of the convoy to sail eastward. For a day 
until the repairs were effected, their vessel sailed blissfully, 
though dangerously, alone in the Atlantic.

Assigned to the 737th Squadron, 454th Group, 304th Wing 
the 15th Air Force, the crew commenced flying missions 
ainst Navi targets north of the Alps in Austria, Czechosla- 
vakia, Germany and Hur y. In the first week of December 
144, the German army launched its famed counter-attack at 
the “Battle of the Bulge” and drove penetrating forces through 
sectors of the Allied lines seeking to cut them off from supplies 
and rescue. AIL Allied air forces in England and France (the 
8th, 9th and 12th) were grounded because of treacherous 
weather, but the Luftwaffe, close behind the German lines, was 
able tolaunch sortie after sortie against Allied lines with dev- 
astating results, 


The last recourse left to the Allied commanders was to di- 
rect the 15th Air Force based in sunny southern Italy to mount 
and maintain maximum effort missions of every available air- 
craft to fly as far north and as far cast as range would permit 
to draw the Luftwaffe from the western front. Day after day, 
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from December 10th, as the battle waged in France and Bel- 
gium, the [5th Air Force flew such maximum efforts of 1200 
B-17 and B-2:l bombers to selected targets some close even to 
Berlin, and the result was that the Luftwatle did pull back. 


On the [8th day of December 19-4, this bomber crew hav- 
ing been assigned to the B-24 named ina gesture of apprecia- 
tion for the patriotic purchase of War Bonds the * Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts”, bore its his- 
toric name into combat. One of the first B-24 Liberator bombers 
ever built, it had previously logged 76 missions and on its fate- 
ful 77th was struck by enemy fire on the way to the target atan 
oil refinery in Osweicim, Poland, near the ugly Osweicim tor- 
ture camp, fell from formation to formation, went over the 
target at 16,000 feet (as against 29,000 feet for its comrades) 
with only three engines functioning, turned for home in a 
badly crippled condition, struggled through the snowy skies of 
Poland, Hungary and Yugoslavia, and ultimately perished in 
the rugged mountainside of Yugoslavia near a town called Bos- 
Petrovac, but not before its drama reached the highest cres- 


cendo. 


The pilot, LT John Keyes Wolff, a Notre Dame University 
student from Raleigh, North Carolina, after eoing over the tar: 
get with only three engines functioning, commenced losing a 
second on the route home, finally had to feather it, and threaded 
his desperate way through the icy skies attempting to maintain 
as high altitude as possible. When it became apparent that 
altitude was fast diminishing, he ordered the crew to evacuate 
every item of equipment unattached to the aircraft to lighten 
its weight. 


The gunners in the waist actually dismounted their 50- 
calibre machine guns and threw them out along with boxes of 
heavy ammunition and all other equipment except ditching 
equipment for the hazardous trip across the Adriatic. Inthe 
midst of this assignment, LT Wolff commenced losing a third 
engine. He attempted to sound bail-out warning bell, but it 
failed, having been shot out by enemy fire. He then by radio 
directed the crew to bail, demanding that the nose be cleared 
and that the deck be cleared, and he gained afhrmative re- 
sponses from both those areas as six crewmen, one after the 
other, bailed out into the snowy skies over mountainous Yugo- 
slavia. 

LT Wolff never received a response by intercom from the 
waist, and realizing that three crewmen had been trapped with 
no knowledge of the bail-out order, he attempted in a desperate 
and heroic effort to land the crippled aircraft on the side of a 
mountain. With limited power, the nose of the aircraft dipped 
as it neared the ground, struck the top of a knoll, thrust him 
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through the windshield to an instant death, broke apart, and 
burst into flames. The three crewmen in the waist took the 
impact in crash positions, and two of them died immediately. 
A third, critically injured, nonetheless was able to crawl through 
a gaping hole in the side of the aircraft made by a bursting 
oxygen tank and was rescued by the native Yugoslays and pulled 
to safety. 


The battered and burned wreckage of the “Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts” stands silently 
in this mountainous terrain near the small cemetery at Bos- 
Petrovac where LT Wolff, SGT Andrew Wozar of Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, and SGT Sidney Butler of Indianapolis, Indiana, 
were that day buried. 


The surviving members of the crew who had bailed out 
were immediately rescued by Partisan Troops of Marshall Tito’s 
Army, some of whom were girls of 18 years of age bearing hand 
grenades on their belts and carrying rifles. They hastened the 
survivors from the outskirts of a German-held town where they 
had landed, high into the hills, to farmhouse after farmhouse, 
in darkened box cars, on trains running through German-held 
territory, over mountain hill and dale, until finally through 
the underground they reached safety at a Yugoslay-held com- 
pound at Sanski- Most, Yugoslavia, from whence they were later 
repatriated after weeks of hair-raising experiences. 


Thomas F. Stack, a San Francisco attorney, was the host 
of the quaint and unusual reunion. He and his wife, Penelope. 
greeted Richard and Rusty Feddersen, the co- pilot from West 
Covina, California; Jimmy Roy and Imogene Morris, the bom- 
bardier from Abilene, Tex Sigmunt and Gerry Baker, the 
engineer from Chicago, Hlinois; Henry and Dorothy Rinna, the 
radio operator fram Trenton; Willis and Marilyn Hodgeman, 
the nose-turret gunner from Galesburg; and Herbert andl Ethel 


Eldridge, the surviving ball-turret gunner from Waterford, 
Connecticut. 


A week of festivities, dinners, parties and principally the 
exchange of all of the thoughts that twenty-five years can de- 
velop matted this anniversary. Therein lies quite an American 
story. Each one of these men is still married to the girl he in- 
div idually deemed to be the “most wonderful girl in the world” 
—an aggregate of 154 years! 


Four of the seven celebrate their Silver W edding Anniver- 
sary this fateful year. Their families include nineteen children, 
including two sets of twins, and seven grandchildren, who have 
brought “them nothing but happiness and never concern. They 
have “all progressed, some through college after the war, to posi- 
tions ol responsibility, prominence and contentment. 


Somehow, there is a relationship, almost paternal, between 
the ancient militia and seven Americans who had flown the 
old Artillery four times before the fatal mission which was the 
crew's eleventh. The crew used to plug with towels every flak 
hole that hadn't been patched. And while other crews flew 
planes with sexy names, somehow it meant more to fly a plane 
whose heritage in America went back to the 17th century, 


In America the type of patriotism that prompted the 
A&HAC in 1943 to subscribe to such an enormous amount of 
war bonds for which a plane was named after the Company and 
the symbolism that goes with seven Americans from Connecti- 
cut, Michigan, Iinois, Texas and California to assemble all 
together for the first time in 25 years in the memory of their 
crewmen and in the memory of the Artillery Company cer- 
tainly means there still is hope in this great land of ours, 


All of the happiness of this grand reunion was somewhat 
tempered by the sadness of the loss of SGTS Sid Butler and 
Andy Wozar and LT John Keyes Wolff. In 1948, after the 
surviving crew members had recommended him for the Medal 
of Honor, a posthumous award of the Distinguished Service 
Cross, the nation’s second highest decoration, wasmade to LT 
John Keyes Wolff of Raleigh, North Carolina, and presented 
to his parents in a private ceremony. His memory, and those of 
= two sergeants, buried in Yugoslavia, certainly pervaded the 
25th anniversary reunion of “\Wolfl’s Gang’ and the “Ancient 
— Artillery Company of Massachusetts” (B-2-4 ver- 
sion).

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IN MEMORIAM 
MAJOR GENERAL REGINALD A. MAURER 


Born 22 October 1899 


Enrolled 13 September 1937 
‘Died 19 June 1969 


Served 32 Years 


Major General Reginald A. Maurer, born in Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, was the 252nd Captain Commanding of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 
For most of his adult life he resided in the Back Bay section of 
Boston where he was living at the time of his death. 

General Maurer was very active in all Company affairs, 
rarely missing a meeting or a social function. He attended 
many Fall Field Day Tours of Duty except when he was on 
active duty with the Army. He was elected 5th Sergeant of Ar- 
tilery in 1940. After his return from active duty he was ap- 
pointed Flanker to the Captain in 1951, Liaison Officer in 1960, 
and when the candidate for Captain Commanding had to move 
to another state for business reasons, was unanimously elected 
Captain Commanding for the year 1961-1962. He was appointed 
Chief of Staff for 1963-64 and served on many committees of 
the Company until his death. His Fall Field Day Tour of Duty 
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reflected his sincere patriotism. Because of the start of the Civil 
War Centennial he took the Company to Washington, D.C., 
Gettysburg, and New Orleans, paying proper honors at each 
place to those who had fallen in battle for this country. 

The military record of General Maurer as a citizen soldier 
in the Armed Forces of Massachusetts and of the United States 
was outstanding. While a student at Northeastern University 
in 1918 he enlisted in the Students Army Training Corps, serv- 
ing until it was disbanded at the close of World War I. When 
the Massachusetts National Guard was reorganized in 1921 he 
enlisted in Battery B, 101st Field Artillery, rising through the 
enlisted grades to First Sergeant and then was appointed Sec- 
ond Lieutenant in the same Battery. While serving as First 
Lieutenant in 1935 he was appointed Captain and assigned to 
the command of Battery C, 10Ist Field Artillery which he took 
into active service in January 1941. That same year he was 
promoted to Major and assigned as Executive Officer Ist Bat- 
talion, 101st Field Artillery. Within a year he was promoted 
to Lieutenant Colonel commanding the same Battalion. 

Early in 1944 he was assigned as Operations Officer, 26th 
Division Artillery and later was assigned as Executive Officer, 
travelling on the advance detail of the Division to the ETO. 
With the assignment of a Colonel to the Division Artillery, he 
reverted to Operations Officer and planned all the offensives 
for the 26th Division Artillery throughout combat. He received 
his promotion to Colonel before leaving active duty after more 
than five years of service. 

Following World War II he played a key role in the reor- 
ganization of the Massachusetts National Guard, gathering in 
many of the officers and men who had served with him during 
the war. His initial assignment was as Colonel, Executive Of- 
ficer of the 26th Division Artillery. In 1952 he was promoted to 
Brigadier General commanding the 26th Division Artillery and 
in 1956 was promoted to Major General commanding the 26th 
(Yankee) Infaniry Division. He retired in 1957 after thirty- 
seven years of devoted service to his state and nation. 

Throughout his military career he was remarkable for 
achieving true discipline in that he inspired those who served 
under his command to desire to carry out all orders to the very

best of their abilities because of his example and because he 
demanded more of himself than of his subordinates. 

In addition to his many interests as a student and practi- 
tioner of military science, General Maurer was active in frater- 
nal organizations and was a member of those of the highest 
order in Masonry. Officer, gentleman and genial companion, 
his thoughtfulness, his military leadership and his devotion to 
duty will be long remembered by members of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company. He will be especially remem- 
bered as a Captain Commanding who strongly upheld the tra- 
ditions of this Company.

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THE CEREMONY OF BEATING THE RETREAT 


The Ceremony of Sounding Retreat and Tattoo dates from 
the very early days of the British Army. It is believed to have 
originated in those times when towns and cities were huddled 
round the castle walls for protection, and was the signal for the 
soldiers to return to the security of the castle before the raising 
of the drawbridge for the night. 

It is recorded that during the wars in the reign of King 
William III, all soldiers were billeted in taverns or in private 
houses and the Orderly Officer with the drummers paraded 
through the streets to warn the soldiers to return to their billets 
at curfew time. First the buglers sounded the First Post, then 
the drummers beat Tattoo for half-an-hour, culminating in the 
sounding of the Last Post. 

The system of billeting eventually fell into disuse, but the 
ceremony of Beating the Retreat is now a reminder of the pic- 
turesque and ancient custom of Sounding Retreat and Tattoo.

A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE 
ROYAL AUSTRALIAN ARTILLERY BAND 


The Royal Australian Artillery Band was formed in Sydney 
in 1874 and in 1878 was authorized to wear the ceremonial 
uniform of the Royal Artillery. During the 1914-1918 war the 
Bandsmen carried out the dual role of Bandsmen and Gunners 
with Coastal Defences, and later with Ist and 2nd Seige Bat- 
teries overseas; on its return to Australia in 1919 the Band was 
disbanded. 

The Band was formed again in 1931 and until it was dis- 
banded in 1941 carried out many important engagements, such 
as taking part in the Sydney Harbour Bridge opening ceremony 
and attendance at the functions held during the visit of H.R.H., 
the Duke of Gloucester. 
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After being disbanded in 1941 the Band was not reorganized 
until January, 1966, when WO2 F. J. Bardi and SGT T. R. 
Davies, were sent to the Third Training Battalion to reorgan- 
ize the Band with a complement of seven musicians but with- 
out instruments or drums. In the succeeding months instruments 
arrived and the Bandmaster managed to train the personnel to 
play simple marches. 

It was not until June, 1966, when seven Bandsmen, from 
the Ist Battalion Royal Australian Regiment were posted to the 
Band on return from Vietnam, that a really functional group 
was formed. The Band has since that time played at many 
functions including Beating of Retreat Ceremonies at the Royal 
Australian Artillery Barracks, North Head, the Royal Sydney 
Show, as well as Military Funerals and the Marching Out Par- 
ades at the Officers’ Training Unit, Scheyville. 

The present bandmaster is WO] Sims. 


SCHOOL OF ARTILLERY 
BRIEF HISTORY 

The present School of Artillery is situated at North Head, 
the northern headland covering the entrance to the Sydney 
Harbour. 

During September 1885 a School of Gunnery was estab- 
lished by the N.S.W. Government at Middle Head, Colonel E. 
G. H. Bincnam, R.A., being appointed Firemaster and Com- 
mandant. Regular courses of instruction in Coast and Field 
Artillery were conducted until the formation of the Common- 
wealth School of Gunnery at South Head in 1899. The School 
continued to operate under various titles at South Head until 
1939, when, with the outbreak of World War II and the need 
for expansion, a separate School was established for each branch 
of Artillery. 

The School was established at its present location during 
October 1945 and is responsible for instruction in all branches 
of Artillery.

THE “PAUL REVERE” GUNS 

These guns are in the possession of Mr. A. B. S. White, 
“Carrington House’, Karuah, Via Newcastle, N.S.W. together 
with a number of other cannons of historic interest. According 
to family records, they were purchased in Sydney about 1880 
by Mr. White’s father, with the intention of arming a schooner 
for a trading trip in the South Pacific. When this cruise failed 
to eventuate the guns were all mounted in the grounds of “Tah- 
lee House”, the estate of Mr. White Snr. There they remained 
until a few years ago, when Mr. A. B. S. White moved to his 
present address, taking the smaller cannon with him. Unfor- 
tunately, there is no record from whom the Boston guns were 
acquired, but it is supposed that they may have come from one 
of the many American whaling vessels that visited Sydney Har- 
bour about that time. 
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The Boston guns are each 3’ 9” from breech ring to muz- 
zle and 4’ 1 1/2” overall. They are approximately 3.125” diam- 
eter of bore and weigh an estimated 150-200 Ibs. each. I first 
thought them to be of bronze but from colour and hardness 
to scratch testing it seems more likely that they are of brass, 
although I have not checked this by chemical analysis. The 
guns are numbered 395 and 397 respectively, the numbers be- 
ing punched in on the face of the righthand trunnion in each 
case.” 


Extract from letter dated July 26, 1961 from Donald 

H. Clark, Cannon House, Lawton Wood, Seatile 99, 

Washington. 

“Another item which intrigues me is your description of 
the two guns at a country home 40 miles north of Newcastle. 
Your photos correspond exactly with the ones enclosed of a 
cannon owned by one of our Seattle members. The figure on 
the guns is that of the first seal of the State of Massachusetts, 
designed by one of our American patriots, Paul Revere of Bos- 
ton. Also the placement of the seal on the barrel, just above 
the trunnions, is identical with several other guns of the same 
vintage. They were cast in a Boston foundry during the War 
of the Revolution. Paul Revere had several of them on a small 
craft, SPRINGMAID, at the battle of Penobscot Bay in the 
State of Maine, in July, 1779. A British squadron defeated the 
American ships and ran the SPRINGMAID aground. The can- 
nons were salvaged by the British and taken to Halifax, where 
two remain now. However, others got out of there, including 
the one in Seattle, and obviously the two in Australia) HOW 
the guns got to Australia is a matter of great interest, and _per- 
haps the owner can give you some information. Please return 
the enclosed photo and newspaper clip. Incidentally, the figure 
in relief on these “Paul Revere” guns, is supposed to be an 
Indian with a bow in his right hand and a sheaf of arrows in 
his left.’’

PETER FANEUIL’S GIFT BECAME TREASURE 
OF THE WHOLE NATION 


FAMOUS CRADLE OF LIBERTY 
AN ACCIDENTAL FEATURE 
OF THE MARKET HE GAVE TO THE CITY 


The name of Faneuil carries us back to the French Huge- 
nots, and theirs is but a small feature of the history of New 
England, but they were a valuable accession to its early settlers, 
and their descendants bear names honored in our records. 

Among them was Andrew Faneuil, who once had a tempo- 
rary abode in Holland where he was married. His wife died in 
Boston in 1724, a gentlewoman of extraordinary perfection both 
in mind and body. Andrew Faneuil was supposed to have 
brought a goodly portion of his estate with him to Boston, as 
he made early investments in this town. Peter was made the 
heir of this uncle on the condition that he should remain single. 
His elder brother had first been selected as heir but, meeting 
with his fate, failed to make the cold agreement with his uncle. 

Peter Faneuil was 38 years old when his uncle died. He 
had prospered in business outside of his uncle’s business, had 
gone into foreign trade and commerce, and had built ships for 
West India trade. “The topmost merchant in all the town,” 
said Hancock. He had tastes and ambitions in keeping with his 
fortune. He was fond of display and good living, his doors were 
ever open to his friends, and ample hospitality was fully dis- 
pensed. His sister kept house for him, and she, too, was fond 
of the good things of life. His love of good living, coupled with 
the fact that he was a public-spirited citizen, though he was 
doing business in all parts of the world, gave him time to take 
a vital interest in the welfare of his neighbors as well as in 
the future good of the Town of Boston, and he saw the necessity 
for a local market. 

The lack of a market house was a great inconvenience, and 
Peter's experience as a master of a large house made him feel 
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the inconvenience considerably, as he had to spend a great part 
of the day in providing the necessaries for the table. In July, 
1740, therefore, he made an offer at his own cost and charge 
“to erect a noble and complete structure to be improved for a 
market for the sole use, benefit and advantage of the town, pro- 
vided that the Town of Boston would pass a vote for that pur- 
pose and lay the same under such proper regulations as shall 
be thought necessary and constantly supported for the said use.” 

The market house was commenced September 8, 1740, and 
completed September 10, 1742. That which Peter Faneuil gave 
to the public secured for him a memorial which saved his name 
from oblivion, for the accidental hall built over the stalls of 
the market is one of the famous rooms in the history of the 
world. The hall over the market was voted to be called Faneuil 
Hall, and resolutions were passed to Peter Faneuil, whose por- 
trait was presented to be hung in the hall, and Faneuil arms 
were bought for the hall. 

The building was burned January 13, 1761, rebuilt in 1762, 
and enlarged in 1805 from 40 to 80 feet in width, under the 
supervision of Charles Bulfinch as architect. The dimensions of 
the hall itself are 74 feet 3 inches by 75 feet 3 inches. 

Upon its rostrum have stood most of the statesmen and 
orators of America. Within its walls some of the most stirring 
scenes connected with the American Revolution were enacted. 
Town meetings were held here and the eloquence of the sturdy 
old patriots did much to shape the action of the colonies. In 
Faneuil Hall the protests against the “Stamp Act” were voted. 
There the first festivities were held when the act was repealed. 
Portraits of the friends of America in Parliament were hung in 
the hall, which were lost during the siege of Boston. When 
British troops had been ordered to Boston, a convention was 
held of all the representatives of nearly every town in the 
province, and held session for a week, although Governor Ber- 
nard refused to recognize the convention. It was on Friday, 
November 5, 1773, that the first of a series of tea meetings was 
held in Faneuil Hall. It was a sorrowful day for the Bostonians 
when they went to Faneuil Hall to surrender their arms to offi- 
cers appointed by General Gage. It was also used as a theater 
for the entertainment of British officers. The siege over and 
Americans restored to their Cradle of Infant Liberty, it has been 
rocked ever since whenever a stirring question came up for dis- 
cussion and argument. George Washington, as the first Presi- 
dent in 1789, was banqueted in the same hall. It was in the 
balcony of this hall that Wendell Phillips rose to his feet and 
startled the audience with his famous anti-slavery speech. 
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The large painting over the rostrum represents Daniel 
Webster replying to Senator Hayne of South Carolina in the 
United States Senate in 1830; it is 16 by 30 feet in size and cost 
$40,000. 

Around the walls are portraits of Washington, Peter Fan- 
euil, Samuel Adams, John Quincy Adams, Lincoln, Warren, 
Knox, Commodore Preble, Governor Caleb Strong, Robert Treat 
Paine, John Hancock, Governor Andrew, Rufus Choate, Wen- 
dell Phillips, Charles Sumner, Edward Everett, Henry Wilson, 
Commander Winslow, and other notables of the past. 

The clock was given by the school children of Boston in 
1850, and paid for by penny subscription; their names were 
placed in a box which was deposited in the case of it and 
opened in 1950. 

Extensive renovations, including fireproofing, were effected 
by the City of Boston in 1898 and 1923, but much remains in 
original form. The grasshopper weathervane, which surmounts 
the cupola, was made in 1742. The original balustrade encircles 
the balcony in the main hall. The andirons in the superintend- 
ent’s room were placed in the building by British army officers 
just before the Revolutionary War while the building was in 
use as British barracks. The wooden doors leading to the main 
hall at the main entrance Staircase, black glass door knobs, 
cherry hand rails, brass lamp brackets, and carved heads of 
cherubim at the top of the arched colonial windows are all 
more than a century old. 
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THE STAIRWAY OF THE CONSTITUTION 


It is believed that Bulfinch designed the stairway leading 
from the main floor of the Armory to Headquarters. The thir- 
teen steps have been memorialized by thirteen bronze tablets, 
each dedicated to one of the Thirteen Original States of the 
Union. The tablet on each riser, running from bottom to top, 
commemorates the order in which the first thirteen States rati- 
fied the Constitution. On Monday, 17 May 1937, the dedicatory 
exercises with respect to these thirteen bronze tablets took place 


and this memorial was officially designated “The Stairway of the 
Constitution”. 


In May of 1968, the Company completed the memorial and 
installed the present day flags of the thirteen original states. 
The flag of the respective state is placed on each step.

“THE HERITAGE OF THE PILGRIMS” 

Because the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts is the oldest military organization in the Western 
Hemisphere and third oldest in the world, and because it is 
“the Company that Washington knew, that Franklin saw march 
through the streets of Boston, that John Adams and John Quincy 
Adams visited,’ membership in its ranks carries with it an 
obligation to respect history and to preserve tradition, of our 
own country, first of all, but also of other countries as well. 
So our present Captain Commanding, Calvin W. Clayton, antici- 
pating the 200th anniversary this year of the landing of Captain 
James Cook on the shores of Botany Bay in Sydney, Australia, 
took us “down under” on our Field Day Tour of Duty last fall. 
And for that memorable and enjoyable visit to the Fifth Conti- 
nent, and to lush New Zealand, and to the Paradise island of 
Tahiti, our thanks to him and a “Well done!” for a year of 
service worthy of its place as the 332nd in the history of our 
Company. And his successor the Captain Commanding to be 
elected immediately after this Service in the oldest democratic 
election in America, our Drum Head election on the Boston 
Common, if he is at all mindful of commemorative anniversaries 
in planning his trip, has a particularly significant opportunity, 
for 1970 marks the 350th anniversary of the landing of the 
Pilgrims in 1620 at Plymouth, especially if he remembers that 
the home port from which they sailed was not Plymouth, Eng- 
land, but Delft Haven in Holland, where for ten years they had 
lived in exile before sailing on the “Mayflower” for America. 
But in any event, it is this anniversary, the 350th of the landing 
of the Pilgrims, to which your attention is directed today, an 
anniversary only 18 years older than our own. 
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An English vicar, the Reverend George Rickard of Usg- 
borough in Devon, has questioned the wisdom of remembering 
our founding fathers at all. “I do not think they deserve it,” he 
was quoted as saying in THE NEW YORK TIMES of April 12th 
of this year. ‘They were a miserable lot: thoroughly bigoted, 
most unpleasant. In Massachusetts they were active in witch- 
hunting and massacring Indians. In 1690 their charter was 
revoked because of the way in which they were behaving.” So 
Boston-born Justice Oliver Wendeli Holmes, who died in 1935 
after serving 30 years on the Supreme Court, was a pretty good 
prophet when he wrote, “The Puritan has been made a popular 
scapegoat, and the word has become a catch-basin for undeserved 
reproaches.” For history's judgment of the Pilgrims is different 
from Vicar Rickard’s, closer to the statement af Massachusetts 
Governor Roger Wolcott, who, at a ceremony on July 12th, 
1897, noting the return of the original manuscript of Governor 
William Bradford’s “The History of Plymouth Plantation” from 
England to America, said concerning the small Mayflower con- 
gregation: “To them a mighty Nation owes its debt. In the 
varied tapestry which pictures our national life, the richest spots 
are those where gleam the golden threads set in the web by that 
little band.” Perhaps too floridly put for our day, but we have, 
nevertheless, received a valuable inheritance from the Pilgrims, 
an inheritance which we in our tumultuous and troubled times 
can ill afford to forget. 

For that heritage, first of all, impresses us not only with 
the validity of protest, but also with the absolute necessity of 
submission to law. 

In England in the 17th century the Pilgrims were called 
“Puritans” because they hoped to change the power structure 
of the Established Church and “purify” it. And they were also 
called “Separatists’” because their solution to freeing themselves 
from the autocratic rule of the King was to “separate” them- 
selves from his kingdom and move elsewhere. That’s why they 
went first to Holland, and then, after a decade there, set sail for 
these shores, where, an unknown poet has them say, “Oh, we 
are weary pilgrims/To this wilderness we bring/A church with- 
out a bishop/A state without a king.” So, you see, the Pilgrims 
were dissenters. And do you know how they showed their 
dissent while they still lived in England? The King and his 
appointed bishops were long-haired and bearded as was the 
fashion of the day. So the dissenting Puritans and Separatists 
—you guessed it— they cut their hair short and went clean- 
shaven! Dissent, and specifically dissent expressed in the style 
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Reveille on June Day 1970. The retiring officers — 
The Captain, Lieutenants, Adjutant and Chief of Staff

The Captain supervises the Drum Head Election on June Day 1970 
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of wearing your hair, is as traditionally American as Plymouth 
Rock; it’s our heritage from the Pilgrims. 

But that’s just half of this first inherited treasure, for that 
proclaims not only the validity of protest, but also the absolute 
necessity of submission to law. Dissent then, as now, provoked 
response and reaction, sometimes violent. Only 46—less than 
half —of the 102 people aboard the Mayflower were Puritans. 
The rest were nearly all members of the Church of England 
and loyal subjects of the King. Their reason for coming to 
these shores was not to protest but to get a fresh start 
in life. The Pilgrims, who immodestly called themselves 
“Saints”, called these others “Strangers.” And they verbally 
fought each other all the 65 days it took to cross the Atlantic, 
Saints trying to force “the Truth” upon the Strangers, and the 
Strangers “‘cursing the Saints with grevious execration.” When 
the ‘“‘Mayflower’” anchored in what is now Provincetown harbor, 
and the passengers were about to disembark, Bradford noted 
in his ‘History’ that “mutiny threatened.” How would they 
be able to get along together in the new world without destroy- 
ing each other? That’s when both sides sat down and worked 
out a compromise. That's the background of the very first of 
our freedom documents, “The Mayflower Compact,” in which 


both sides agreed to form “‘a civil body politic . . . to enact just 
and equal laws . . . for the general good of the Colonie, unto 


which we promise due submission and obedience.” If dissenters 
and those dissented against are to survive, both must recognize 
the absolute necessity of submission to law. Without law, dis- 
sent leads to anarchy, and without submission and obedience 
to law, disaster is the inevitable result. This truth is the heritage 
of the Pilgrims. 

And this, too, for they, in the second place, remind us not 
only of the legitimacy of prosperity and happiness as goals, but 
also of the greater value of adversity and hard work. 

The Pilgrims are often made out to be a rather grim lot, 
almost enjoying wretchedness and deprivation. The English 
writer and statesman Macaulay said, “The Puritan hated bear- 
baiting, not because it gave pain to the bear, but because it gave 
pleasure to the spectators.” And Oscar Wilde, whose liberal 
ideas and loose morals would certainly have been censured by 
the Pilgrims, when told that they had landed on Plymouth Rock 
is said to have retorted that it would have been better if Ply- 
mouth Rock had landed on them! And Chicago-born humorist 
Finley Peter Dunne made this observation on the subject of 
Thanksgiving Day: “Iwas founded by the Puritans to give 
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thanks for being preserved from the Indians, and we keep it to 
give thanks for being preserved from the Puritans.” 

But the Pilgrims weren't all that mournful and enamoured 
of misery. If they had been, they would have remained in 
Holland where they enjoyed religious freedom. But they left 
there because they realized that they, an agricultural people, 
would never be able to prosper among the Dutch largely given 
to the trades and to commerce. They were not happy in Hol- 
Jand. They weren’t around anymore when the Declaration 
of Indepedence delineated “‘life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness” as man’s “unalienable rights,” but these were also 
the goals of the Pilgrims, legitimate goals, goals still legitimately 
before us all. 

But the heritage of the Pilgrims also reminds us that they 
became the stalwart and intrepid pioneers they were because of 
hardship and adversity. Wrote Germany's great poet Goethe, 
“Talent is nurtured always in solitude, but character ’mid the 
tempests of the world.” Those Pilgrims were really something, 
and what made them that were the persecutions they suffered in 
England, the economic hardships they endured in Holland, and 
the privation and danger, even death, they encountered in the 
American wilderness. Those of us who have always wished the 
best of all good things for our chilidren and have seen to it 
that they have had it in a measure unknown to any previous 
generation, we might better have taught them how to toil and 
to drink a bitter cup, for while prosperity can easily corrupt 
and weaken and often does, tribulation has within it the power 
to make men strong and to make them noble, even as it did 
the Pilgrims. 

A third and final heritage of the Pilgrims reminds us not 
only of the importance for men to believe in themselves, but 
also of the fundamental need of a nation to have faith in God. 

Those relatively poor and obscure colonists have been ele- 
vated to the level of statesmen because they believed in their 
own cause. They had a tenacity of spirit which moved William 
Bradford to declare, when he observed the hazards that ulti- 
mately would kill half of their number during their first winter 
in America: “It is not with us as with other men, whom small 
things can discourage or small discontentments cause to wish 
themselves at home again (in England) .” 

But, for all of that, William Bradford concludes his chapter 
on the arrival of the Pilgrims at Plymouth 350 years ago in 
1620 with these dramatic words and with a question to which 
he himself gives the answer: “Being thus passed the vast ocean, 
and a sea of troubles before in their preparation, they had now 
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no friends to welcome them nor inns to entertain or refresh 
their weatherbeaten bodies; no houses or much less towns to 
repair to to seek for succour . . . Besides, what could they see 
but a hideous and desolate wilderness, full of wild beasts and 
wild men — and what multitudes there might be of them they 
knew not... What could now sustain them but the Spirit of 
God and His grace? May not and ought not the children of 
these fathers rightly say, ‘Our fathers were Englishmen, which 
came over this great ocean, and were ready to perish in this 
wilderness; but they cried unto the Lord, and He heard their 
voice and looked on their adversity . . .’ Let them therefore 
praise the Lord, because He is good; and His mercies endure 
forever.” No king they had, but the King of kings was their 
acknowledged Lord. No bishop either, but every Pilgrim knee 
did bow before that great “Shepherd and Bishop of . . . souls,” 
JESUS Christ. (1 St. Peter 2:25) America’s foremost evangelist, 
Billy Graham, in an address before the National Press Club in 
Washington, D.C., last November called it “the great American 
illusion,” namely, “the assumption that our democracy can 
survive without a religious faith.” Disagree with that opinion 
if you wish, but no one can deny that our nation could have 
never begun without faith in God, so it would surely seem that 
Billy Graham has it right. 

George F. Keenan, former Ambassor to the Soviet Union, 
in his book, ‘““Memoirs, 1925-1950,’ reminds us that “. . . one 
moves through life like someone moving with a lantern in a dark 
woods. A bit of the path ahead is illuminated and a bit of the 
path behind. But the darkness follows hard on one’s footsteps, 
and envelopes our trail as one proceeds.” I envy those who 
know all the right answers today, who can tell you for sure what 
our nation’s foreign policy and commitments overseas should 
be or should not be, who have the solutions for all our domestic 
problems and the blueprint for a better society in their hands. 
For my part. I feel more “like someone moving with a lantern 
in a dark woods.” I’m looking for and would like to have more 
light. And more light I have received, and I hope this is your 
experience, too, from that light kindled on these shores 350 
years ago: the great and good and godly heritage of the Pilgrims.

I would like to bring you the greetings of my own 
Company, the Honourable Artillery Company of London. It’s 
a great honor for me to be here as their representative and to 
tell you how much we enjoy this Association which we have 
with you. 

As far as I personally am concerned, the more I see you, 
the more I enjoy your company. There is a saying that familiar- 
ity breeds contempt. When Mr. Churchill was told that on one 
occasion, he replied, “I don’t know about that but breeding 
certainly requires a certain element of familiarity.” The first 
time, to show the splendid hospitality which we receive when- 
ever we come here, when I came here in 1938, we brought our 
Executive Secretary with the party. He was the only civilian, 
the only one who came in civilian clothes, and he wrote over 
and asked if he should bring a top hat. He received the reply 
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that a top hat in America is only used in the Music Hall to 
depict a stiff-shirted Englishman, so he didn’t bring one. Much 
to our surprise, we were greeted by the Governor, the Mayor, 
the Deputy Governor, all dressed in top hats and top coats. 
Nothing could have given us a warmer welcome. 

May I say how much I enjoyed, as I always enjoy, the ser- 
mon we received from the Reverend Bauer today. I always 
learn a lot of American History from him, and I rather agree 
with him that the Puritans were a group of people that we 
were not sorry to lose. I say that, I know, without offending any 
of you because none of the members of the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company that I have met could be mistaken 
for Puritans. 

As I marched with you today, that great honor, I realized 
that the citizens of Boston are thinking, that as long as the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company were in their midst, 
they had no fear. They were present, as it is told in their char- 
ter and in ours, to assist the civil power in maintaining order 
and suppressing riots. 

Very kind of you to listen to me. On one occasion, I had 
to speak at the end of the evening like this and there was only 
one man left. I thanked him very much for stopping to hear 
me, and he said “Unfortunately, I had to because I have to 
reply.” Thank you very much for the very warm welcome. I 
wish to thank you very much and Captain Clair, I wish you a 
very happy year of office. And thank you all very much for a 
splendid evening. (Reprise —the British Grenadiers) 

CPT Crayton: 

__ Thank you, Jack. It is truly a great pleasure to have you 
with us. Our close association with the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London and the fact that we consider it our par- 
ent organization, has, on numerous occasions, served to create 
a most cordial and pleasant relationship with the members of 
the British Consulate at Boston. With us this evening is a 
career diplomat who has served Her Majesty in such far away 
romantic cities as Karachi, Delhi, Bucharest, and Rio de Ja- 
neiro, before coming to Boston in July of 1968. He now is one 
of us. It is indeed a pleasure to introduce the Deputy Consul- 
General — our friend — the Honorable Edmund F, Barrett. 
HON Barrett:

Since then, since com- 
ing here, I’ve discovered that someone else of the same name 
played a very active part in the battle of the old North Bridge, 
a Colonel James Barrett. And I take great pride in confront- 
ing the Daughters of the American Revolution with this fact. 
But needless to say, I conceal it very tightly from my British 
superiors. 

1638 was the year in which your Company was chartered. 
It was in 1638 that the first printing press was introduced in 
Massachusetts and you may well have seen that the first men to 
operate this printing press were those who were members of the 
band which is now the Ancients. And I think a great debt of 
gratitude is due to them. We owe an awful lot to them to the 
forebears of those who to-day are printing such magazines as 
“Playboy” and “The Old Mole.” 

A little more seriously, I’ve been with you on I should 
think five or six occasions now. This is my last; I shall be leav- 
ing Boston in August on reassignment. I should like to express 
my very, very sincere gratitude for the hospitality which you’ve 
offered me, for the kindness which you’ve offered me, both as a 
whole and individually. Thank you again and it’s with very, 
very fond hopes and very fond regrets that I leave the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. Thank 
you. 

CPT Crayton: 

Thank you Ed. My best wishes to you on your new as- 
signment. The many friends you have made while in Boston 
will surely miss you.
